Armed rebels attack city, 
kill dozens of people, 
seize up to 300 hostages

MOSCOW — Heavily armed gun- 
men believed to be Chechen rebels 
attacked a southern city Wednesday 
and seized up to 300 hostages after 
furious gun-battles with security 
forces that left dozens of people dead. 

The gunmen, who demanded a halt 
to the Russian offensive against sepa- 
ratists in Chechnya, were trying to 
retreat from the city of Budyonnovsk 
with their hostages in captured buses, 
officials said. 

The attackers threatened to kill the 
hostages “unless the Russian military 
immediately stops hostilities in 
Chechnya,” according to the ITAR- 
Tass news agency. 

The casualty tolls varied: City offi- 
cials said at least 15 were dead and 21 
wounded on both sides. The Russian 
government later reported 20 police 
officers killed; the Interfax news 
agency said 17 gunmen and at least 
20 civilians had died. 

Russian television showed pictures 
of smoking ruins and several bodies 
on the streets of the city of 100,000 
people. Helicopters flew overhead 
and the security forces stationed 
armored vehicles at road junctions. 

The gunmen, wearing camouflage 
uniforms, fired at civilians from a hill 
Overlooking the city. Below, the dead 
and wounded people lay on the cen- 
tral square, said Sergei Yushenkov, a 
legislator who heads the Russian par- 
liament’s security committee. 

The assault was one of the worst ter- 
rorist attacks in recent. Russian histo- 
ry. Chechen rebel leaders had threat- 
ened to carry the war to Russia if 
Moscow did not stop the fighting. 

“We’ve never had anything simi- 
lar,” Interior Ministry spokesman 
Yevgeny Ryabtsev told The 
Associated Press. 

A duty officer at. the Federal 
Security Service (FSB) headquarters 
in Moscow, Alexander Korcheba, 
said the gunmen seized at least 200 
hostages, most of them civilians. But 
other security sources said there could 
be 300 hostages. 

The well-disciplined attackers num- 
bered about 100, divided into groups 
of 10 to 15 men equipped with assault 
rifles, grenade launchers, machine 
guns and radios, security officials 
said. 

President Boris Yeltsin, the FSB and 
the military blamed the attack on 
rebels from Chechnya. Budyonnovsk 
is about 120 miles north of the repub- 
lic. 

Chechnya’s separatist President 
Dzhokhar Dudayev has repeatedly 
warned of possible revenge attacks. 
On Tuesday, Dudayev lost his latest 
headquarters in the mountain village 
of Shatoi to advancing Russian 
troops. 

He told ITAR-Tass on Wednesday: 
“The struggle is not over. It simply 
assumes new forms.”

Heavily armed gunmen attacked 
a southern Chechen city 
Wednesday marking one of the 
worst terrorist attacks in recent 
Russian history. 


The gunmen, who arrived in two 
large trucks reportedly accompanied 
by a stolen police car, attacked city 
hall, police headquarters, a bank and a 
local communications center, police 
said. 

A Russian government statement 
said the attackers placed a large-cal- 
iber machine gun on the roof of the 
burning bank building and fired at 
nearby streets, preventing the fire 
from being extinguished, and put 
another machine gun atop a hospital, 
threatening to kill some 60 patients 
and doctors inside. 

ITAR-Tass reported a particularly 
violent firefight around the police 
headquarters, where officers barricad- 
ed inside were “fiercely resisting.” 


Utah car dealers, congressmen 
oppose tariff on Japanese cars

Congressmen and car dealers alike 
are stymied by the United States’ pro- 
posal to hit 13 Japanese car models 
with a 100 percent tariff, said Brent 
Brown, chapter vice president of the 
Utah Auto Dealers Association. 

“Usually we deal with the legisla- 
tive branch where Congress passes a 
law and we can go back and lobby, 
and our voice is heard,” Brown said, 
who is also the general manager of 
Rick Warner Toyota and Honda. “In 
this situation, it is not the legislative 
branch. It’s being done through the 
executive branch.” 

Brown went to Washington, D.C., 
along with four Utah representatives 
from businesses and dealerships, Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, Sen. Bob Bennett, Rep. 
Jim Hansen, Rep. Enid Waldholtz and 
Rep. Bill Orton to meet with other 
dealers. 

These congressmen and senators do 
not support the sanctions, Brown said. 
Because the sanctions were an execu-

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tive decision, they have no recourse 
except to voice their opinions to the 
president and hope that he changes 
his mind, Brown said. 

However, in a meeting with dealers 
like Brown, House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich said Congress will not sup- 
port efforts to undermine the sanc- 
tions, according to a USA Today 
report. In fact, the United States could 
fight for stricter tariffs. 

“What I suggest is that you commu- 
nicate to the Japanese companies, and 
they’d better communicate to the 
Japanese government, that there had 
better be a negotiated settlement by 
June 28 because this country is not 
going to back down,” Gingrich said. 

A June 28 deadline has been set for 
an agreement to be reached between 
U.S. and Japanese leaders. If an 
agreement is not attained, the prices 
of the 13 targeted models imported as 
of May 20 will double. 

Despite Gingrich’s stand, 39 percent 
of targeted dealers think the tariff 
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Hormone increases cancer risk, study says 


BOSTON — Women who take estrogen for several years after menopause 
appear to raise their risk of breast cancer by nearly half, a study found. 

The latest report, published in last week’s New England Journal of Medicine, 
is the largest to examine the question. It was based on the Nurses’ Health 
Study, which has followed 121,700 women nurses since 1972. 

The study found that women who took either estrogen alone or estrogen plus 
another hormone, progestin, for more than five years had a 46 percent higher 
risk of breast cancer than did those who never used the therapy. The amount of 
risk varies depending on the woman’s age. 

Estrogen’s benefits may still outweigh its hazards for women who are at high 
risk of heart trouble and brittle bones. However, for those whose risk of these 
problems is low, the study says the increased chance of breast cancer may make 
hormone supplements a bad gamble. 

The study also found that long-term users’ increased risk of breast cancer 
drops back to normal within two years of stopping hormone therapy. 


Lehi council annexes land for Micron 


LEHI — The City Council has given final approval to annexation of 833.5 
acres where Micron Technology plans a $1.3 billion computer-chip plant. 

The principal agreement on annexation and development between the city 
and Micron’s management was approved by the council last week, but the 
adoption of a specific annexation ordinance was delayed unti! Tuesday night 
because of a mandatory weeklong waiting period required by state law. 

Lehi has agreed to provide roads, water and sewer services to the site bought 
by Micron two months ago, and Micron has promised to finance the improve- 
ments. 

The approved annexation does not include the remaining 1,500 acres of unin- 
corporated Utah County around the future plant, also purchased by Micron. 


Senate launches ‘anti-smut’ bill at media 


WASHINGTON — Americans may find it harder to see raunchy movies on 
television, view nudie pictures on their computers and talk dirty over the 
Internet under plans either adopted or being considered by the Senate. 

As a bill overhauling the nation’s telecommunications laws moved toward 
final passage Wednesday, senators were looking to add provisions aimed at 
restricting children’s access to indecent or pornographic material on television 
and computers. 

In addition to the anti-smut measures, senators were to consider an amend- 
ment tempering the cable deregulation provisions in the bill, the most sweep- 
ing rewrite of telecommunications law since the 1930s. 

The anti-smut provisions that have been added to the bill represent the most 
aggressive effort by the Senate to combat smut on television and computer ser- 
vices in years. 

Citing potential First Amendment violations and privacy invasions, the provi- 
sion is opposed by the Clinton administration, the American Civil Liberties 
Union and computer user groups. 


Teacher gives $10 to teen-ager, asks for sex 


’ BRIGHAM CITY — A former Willard Elementary School teacher will 
spend four days in jail and two years on probation for soliciting sex from a 14- 
year-old girl. 

Before issuing the sentence Wednesday, Ist Circuit Judge Burton Harris 
chastised Gary F. Baird, 34, for committing the crime. 

“With your education and background you should have had more sense,” the 
judge told Baird. 

A police report said Baird, who taught fifth grade, admitted to dropping an 
envelope off at Box Elder Junior High School last March, addressed to an 
eighth-grade girl. The envelope, which was also marked “lunch money,” con- 
tained a $10 bill and a note asking the girl to have sex with him. 

Baird included his cellular telephone number, which police used to find him. 

He told investigators the note was meant as a joke and he did not intend to 
meet the girl. He said he heard the girl’s name mentioned by some young men 
who worked for his construction company.

Bowe and Gonzalez set to square off in ring instead of press room

LAS VEGAS — Riddick Bowe and 
Jorge Luis Gonzalez dislike each 
other so much they were forced to 
have separate news conferences 
Wednesday to discuss their 12-round 
heavyweight fight. 

The Nevada Athletic Commission 
ruled Bowe and Gonzalez could not 
appear together at the MGM Grand or 
at Thursday’s weigh-in following an 
April 20 incident in which the fighters 
almost came to blows. 

When they meet in the ring Saturday 
night, the fight will be a culmination 
cf a feud that began after Gonzalez 
outpointed Bowe 3-2 in the super 
heavyweight semifinal bout eight 
years ago in the Pan American Games 
at Indianapolis. 

“There’s a lot of hate that goes back 
to 1987 in Indianapolis when I was 
there with the Cuban team and 
Riddick Bowe came in and said what 
he was going to do to me,” said 
Gonzalez, who defected from Cuba in 
April 1991. 

Although the decision was only 3-2, 
Gonzalez knocked Bowe down in the 
first and third rounds. He also made 
Bowe take a standing 8-count in the 


first; Gonzalez took one’in the third. 

Bowe recalls being knocked down 
once and taking a standing 8-count 
while forcing Gonzalez to take two 
standing 8-counts. 

“Only three more days, his butt is 
going be nicely kicked,’ Gonzalez, 
who appeared first before the media, 
said through an interpreter. 

“Pm. going to kill him, make him 
bleed from his mouth,” said the 6- 
foot-7 fighter, wearing a black suit 
with no shirt, with a gold medallion 
dangling from a chain around his 
neck. “I’m going to do it. It’s not just 
talk.” 

Gonzalez, 30, has a 23-0 record with 
22 knockouts, but Bowe, 28, a former 
undisputed champion, was a 3-1 
favorite to retain the WBO title. 
Bowe’s record is 36-1 with 30 knock- 
outs. 

“T’m tired of all the talking and 
things,” said the 6-5 Bowe, who was 
much more subdued than Gonzalez. 

Bowe, however, has contributed to 
the tasteless comments made by the 
two fighters, their managers and other 
members of their camps at previous 
news conferences. 

“He mentioned my mother’s name 
in vain and he’s going to have to pay 


for it,’ Gonzalez once said. 

“Yes, I said something about his 
momma,” Bowe said. 

Referring to Bowe’s wife, Judy, who 
was overcome by emotion when a 
paraglider crashed into the ring during 
the seventh round of Bowe’s title los- 
ing fight to Evander Holyfield in 1993, 
Gonzalez said: “The Fan Man gave 
her a heart attack. Wait until she sees 
what I do to Riddick.” 


Rock Newman, Bowe’s manager, 
attended Gonzalez’s news conference, 
while Luis DeCubas, the: Cuban’s 
manager, was at Bowe’s. Both; of 
course, made threats about what their 
man was going to do to the other. 

“Luis has a lot of mouth,” Bowe 
said. “You'd think he was a fighter, He 
sounds like a killer, but he couldn’t 
bust a grape in a food fight.”

DALLAS — Four youngsters sus- 
pected of stealing $300 and a cash 
register from a store were forced to 
strip naked and run through a gantlet 
of about 50 Nation of Islam members 


-who beat them with belts and bamboo 


canes, police said. 

Four members of the black Muslim 
group who were working as security 
guards at the shopping mall were 
arrested on kidnapping charges. They 
are accused of beating the boys, then 
forcing them into the gantlet for more 
abuse during a four-hour ordeal. 

“They. were whipped because they 
did wrong,” police quoted one of the 
guards, Derick Hopkins, as saying. 

Three brothers, ages 16, 13, 12, and 
a 13-year-old friend were treated for 
bruises and welts on their backs, but- 
tocks and legs. They were released to 
their parents. No immediate charges 
were filed against them. 

The unarmed security guards told 
police the boys confessed to breaking 
into the mall and stealing the money 
and the register from an antiques store 
after the mall closed Sunday, police 
Sgt. Jim Chandler said. The guards 
rounded up the boys Monday after 
two returned to the mall, police said. 

The youngsters said guards beat 
them, ordered them to undress and 
beat them again before taking them to 
a room in the mall where Nation of 
Islam members had gathered for a 
class.

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John Doe 2 may not be a suspect

WASHINGTON — After a nation- 
wide manhunt filled with false 
leads, agents investigating the 
Oklahoma City bombing have con- 
cluded that John Doe No. 2 was an 
Army private in Kansas who: wasn’t 
involved, according to a law 
enforcement official and published 
reports. 

The soldier, who has been ques- 
tioned by the FBI, apparently just 
happened to be at a Kansas truck 
rental company when Timothy 
McVeigh rented a truck alleged to 
have carried the bomb that exploded 
April 19, killing 168 people, the 
official said Wednesday, requesting 
anonymity. 

The man referred to as John Doe 
No. 2 since early in the investiga- 
tion was identified as Todd Bunting, 
23, a private first class at Fort Riley, 
Kan., by the Florence (S.C.) 
Morning News. The law enforce- 
ment official pointed out the story 
when asked Doe No. 2’s real identi- 
ty. 
The Florence paper, attributing the 
story to federal sources, said the 
FBI told Bunting that he is believed 
to be Doe No. 2 but is not believed 
to have taken part in the bomb plot.

Stephen Jones, attorney for 
McVeigh, the chief defendant in the 
case, said the elimination of Doe 
‘No. 2 as a suspect would strengthen 
his defense. 

“If they have decided John Doe 
No. 2 is innocent, what does that 
say about the witnesses that claim to 
have seen him with John Doe No. 1, 
my client?” “ones: asked: 
“Obviously, either the witnesses or 


the government are confused or per- 
haps both.” 

Bunting is heavy set with dark hair 
and a tattoo on his upper left arm, 
just as the FBI has described Doe 
No. 2, the Florence paper reported. 
It added that Bunting’s wife, 
Denise, who lives in Timmonsville, 
S.C., had said in early June that the 
FBI told her husband he was Doe 
No. 2 but was not suspected in the 
bombing. 

Citing Mrs. Bunting and two fed- 
eral sources, the Florence paper said 
Bunting returned a truck to the 
Ryder rental office within 24 hours 
of McVeigh’s appearance there and 
was mistakenly associated with 
McVeigh when descriptions of 
another possible suspect were given 
to the FBI. 

The investigators were continuing 
to check these conclusions before 
lifting the nationwide alert for Doe 
No. 2, the Los Angeles Times 
reported. 

In the eight weeks that Doe No. 2 
has been hunted nationwide, he has 
been variously eohsidered a soldier 
absent without leave in California, a 
drifter in a Missouri motel, an 
Arizona fugitive and numerous oth- 
ers stopped because of resemblance 
or coincidence. 


Cell phones ring false alarms in hospitals

HOLYOKE, Mass. — Code blue: 
cardiac arrest! Doctors and nurses 
sprint into the hospital room — and 
grind to a breathless halt. 

The patient is lolling in bed, in the 
throes of nothing worse than a killer 
crossword puzzle. His big-shot broth- 
er-in-law is chattering away with the 
home office on his cellular phone. 

False alarm. Blame it on cellular 
interference. 

A growing number of hospitals are 
limiting use of cellular telephones and 
other wireless communications for 
fear of such scenarios — or worse. 

The industry, meanwhile, is seeking 
ways to keep phone signals from 
gumming up the electronics of life- 
saving equipment. It wants to ensure 
that electromagnetic interference 
doesn’t threaten doctors’ growing use 
of cell phones. 


Democrats scowl, GOP smiling 
-at Clinton’s proposed budget

WASHINGTON — Overruling most 
of his political advisers, President 
Clinton offered a balanced budget 
plan he is convinced puts him on safer 
ground for re-election. But he has 
caused a remarkable uproar within his 
own party, to the delight of 
Republicans. 

In Clinton’s view, he couldn’t wait. 
Many aides urged him to hold his 
cards until Republicans cast some 
tough votes, but the president insisted 
he would have no credibility by then 
— that Republicans already had 
seized the political high ground on 
deficit reduction. 

Indeed they have. The public 
believes Republicans are more con- 
cerned than Clinton about balancing 
the books. But this has come at some 
cost, and Democrats argued in vain 
before Clinton’s televised address 
Tuesday that he was about to spare 
the GOP from paying in full. 

A new national poll by the Times 
Mirror Center shows that for the first 
time since the GOP takeover in 
January, the percentage of Americans 
who are happy that Republicans con- 
trol Congress slipped below 50 per- 
cent. By a narrow margin, more 
Americans disapproved ot GOP poli- 
cies than approved. 

The. primary reason? Worries that 
Republicans were slashing too deeply 
into Medicare. “People range from

Official says 
Provo flooding 
not a concern

Provo is not in the same danger of 
summer flooding that has Salt Lake 
City officials bracing for overflowing 
rivers and streams. 

Greg Beckstrom; Provo storm water 
district engineer, said that high waters 
in Little Cottonwood’ Canyon are due 
to the steepness of the canyon and the 
elevation of the drainage basin. 

Continued high temperatures caus- 
ing late season snowmelt are raising 
river water levels in the Little 
Cottonwood Canyon to flood stage. 

Provo’s frontal canyons — Rock, 
Slate and Littlerock — will not expe- 
rience similar flood levels of run-off 
because of the lower elevation of their 
drainage basins in relation to the 
existing snowpack, Beckstrom said. 

Beckstrom said gradual warming 

during the past weeks has led to grad- 
ual run-off, keeping Provo streams 
and rivers from reaching dangerous 
levels. 
_ “If.we would have had 90-degree 
temperatures three weeks ago, it 
would have caused’ some potential 
problems,” he said. 

Water flow in the lower Provo River, 
always a concern during flood season, 
will not create a problem this year, 
Beckstrom said. Because of Deer 
Creek and Jordanelle dams, the flow 
of the Provo River can be controlled. 

“The Provo River will see reason- 
ably higher flows, but nothing near 
the record levels of 1983,” Beckstrom 
said.
